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flew 500 miles out they would have to 
tank up again to get back. 

We have a. certain number of squad¬ 
rons of what we call long-range bombers, 
but they are so slow that if they met a 
reasonable headwind in either direction 
they could not do a trip 500 miles out and 
500 miles back, carrying a reasonable load 
of bombs.” 

Since The Aeroplane is the favorite pa¬ 
per of British Royal Air Force pilots, who 
swear by Editor Grey, his final punch at 
Viscount Swim on was considered as re¬ 
flecting the Service’s own views last week. 
Although the facts are known to every 
member of the Air Force, declared The 
Aeroplane, the British Cabinet has “gone 
on making obsolete airplanes just to be 
able to say in the Houses of Parliament 
that Britain is numerically strong or near¬ 
ly as strong as other powers on the con¬ 
tinent of Europe.' 

With Parliament about to reconvene, a 
major national issue thus faced the Prime 
Minister and Sir Thomas Inskip, Deputy 
Chairman of the Committee for Co-ordi¬ 
nation of Defense, a committee of which 
the Rl Hon. Stanley Baldwin is chair¬ 
man. Sir Thomas is an extremely churchy, 
well-meaning British statesman who has 
the misfortune to know almost nothing 
about modern mechanized warfare. He is 
an expert on the Prayer Book and suc¬ 
cessfully led a great House of Commons 
battle against bishops of the Church of 
England when they wished to ‘'reform - ' it 
(Time, Dec. 26, 1927). In 1936 the two 
most fateful acts of Mr. Baldwin, much 
influenced in both cases by churchy Mrs. 
Baldwin, were to obtain the abdication of 
Edward VIII and pick Sir Thomas Inskip 
to co-ordinate Imperial Defense, At the 
time of this surprise appointment (Time, 
March 23) British wiseacres called it a 
’“typical Baldwin bumble” and predicted 
that the Prayer-Book Knight as an Im¬ 
perial Defender would out bumble Bald¬ 
win.' Today Sir Thomas, like Lord Swin- 
ton, li misses a great deal of knowledge by 
his lack of tact,” but Mrs. Baldwin is 
firmly convinced that he is as right as 
King Edward was “wrong and that ^char¬ 
acter is more important than ability.” 

TURKEY 

Kamdl Ataturk Kicks 

In the ancient Syrian city of Antioch 
last week a batch of League of Nations 
observers huddled on their hotel balcony 
while the street directly before them 
echoed with pistol shots, wild Turkish 
and Syrian yells, the thud of brickbats, 
groans. When police finally cleared the 
cobbled street, one slippered rioter was 
dead, eight others gravely injured. 

All this was because the Turkish Dic¬ 
tator, hard-drinking but subcrly-masterful 
Mustafa Kama! Ataturk (“Father of the 
Turks”), is now kicking strenuously 
against the announced intention of France 
to grant a form of independence to Syria 
which is a French mandate, Turkey was 
furious after the World War when the 
Turkish city of Antioch and its sanjak 


(district) of Alexandretta were mandated 
by the League to France as part of Syria. 

Dictator Kama! Ataturk last week 
rushed with Turkish troops to the Syrian 
frontier and presumably his bravoes 
staged the riot in Antioch. Immediately 
afterward the tense atmosphere suddenly, 
mysteriously cleared. The Dictator re¬ 
turned to Istanbul and his Foreign Office 
announced that it was dickering amicably 
with French Premier Leon Blum. 

Turkey asks that, when so-called in¬ 
dependence is given to Syria (which will 
actually remain under French influence) 
separate so-called independence be also 
given to Alexandretta, With this status 
‘'independent Alexandretta” would actu¬ 
ally be under Dictator Kamil Atatiirk's 
thumb, and he wants a leased right-of- 
way for Turkish produce to the city of 
Alexandretta, vital Syrian port.

Testament fervor he demanded that the 
Chinese Government, many of whose 
members are decidedly New Testament, 
finish up with wholesale death whai they 
had started* Over 100,000 addicts had 


been slated for execution in Peiping alone. 
'No addicts are entitled to further delay 
—I urge immediate executions!” shouted 
Feng. banging his peasant fist. “I myself 
have a cousin who. after 40 years of opium 
smoking, cured himself of this habit at 
the age of 62, Others can do likewise if 
they are determined !” 

As the Generalissimo and Premier of 
China, Chiang Kai-shek, was not answer¬ 
ing the telephone or reading his mail or 
telegrams during the week, the Christian 
Marshal could only browbeat lesser offi¬ 
cials and they timidly tried to appease him 
with just a little death. After Feng had 
stormed for hours, Peiping police pro¬ 
duced a half-frozen individual by the name 
of Lu Ju-hsin, saying they had caught him 
on a bicycle with 60 ounces of narcotics. 
His death was personally ordered by the 
local military satrap. General Sung Cheh- 
yuan. Shackled behind a motor car, the 
prisoner w r as dragged through the streets 
of Peiping while buglers blew’ their loudest 
and policemen beat up anyone who tried 
to use a camera. End came near the Pei¬ 
ping garbage dump. There 10,000 people 
watched the frost-nipped Lu ju-hsin as 
he was forced to a kneeling position. Up 
behind him stepped a snappy Chinese 
soldier, placed the muzzle of a pistol 
against the back of the prisoner’s head, 
killed him with a single bullet. 

Recently-kidnapped Premier Chiang 
rested in quiet retirement, this week and 
his recent kidnapper, young Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang, although pardoned 
by the Nanking Government (Time, 
Jan. 11) was still under such extremely 
heavy’ guard last week that it was difficult 
to say whether or not he was in custody* 
He was once more the “guest” of Banker 
T. V. Soong (Time, Jan, 4) and last 
week played around the Nanking Country 
(Tub golf course accompanied by soldiers 
carrying eight sub-machine-guns ; 'in readi¬ 
ness?” The city of Sian, scene of the kid¬ 
napping, was reported in unconfirmed dis¬ 
patches to have been taken over by a 
Chinese Communist army, and jittery Jap¬ 
anese continued to fear that the Premier’s 
fantastic kidnapping and its fantastic se¬ 
quels were largely a blind to distract world 
attention from a drawing together of 
Chiang's China and Stalin ? s Russia for 
united war on japan, 

THE NETHERLANDS 

Serene & Royal 

Marked was the vigor Iasi week of the 
Knickerbocker aristocracy of Manhattan 
in observing the joyous marriage day of 
Her Royal Highness Crown Princess Juli¬ 
ana of The Netherlands. 

The newsorgan of most of these aristo¬ 
crat is the New York Herald Tribune. 
Warmly it editorialized: 4 There is no 
country in Europe where Americans feel 
more thoroughly at home than Holland. 
. , . The language barrier matters little 

mi I su :h hearty friendliness and genuine¬ 
ness of character* . * , This [New York] 
was s Dutch colony before it was British, 
The Dutch strain Is still strong in the city 
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and the State. As for the pilgrims of New 
England, they found their first refuge in 
Holland, the- land of toleration and it was 
from the port of the City of Leyden— 
where Princess Juliana studied law—that 
the ship Speedwell with her historic list of 
passengers set sail for Southampton, where 
the Mayflower awaited them. * , . Lucky 
are the people who can look back to such 
a history of toleration and strength as can 
the Dutch!” 

The 300-year-old Dutch bell of Manhat¬ 
tan's Collegiate Church of SL Nicholas 
pealed for Juliana. Aboard the Dutch liner 
Statendem in Manhattan harbor, Knicker¬ 
bocker notables toasted her name and “the 
truly Dutch name of President Roosevelt 11 
at an eleven-course Dutch dinner. At the 
Netherlands Club in Gramercy Park, the 
Royal Dutch wedding caused even the 
most staid members to down thimbleful 
after thimbleful of scorching Holland gin. 
Journalistically the story was that of Cin¬ 
derella reversed. A Crown Princess whose 
reigning mother is probably Europe’s 
wealthiest woman w T as about to take as 
her Prince Consort a pleasant young Ger¬ 
man of excellent but impecunious family 
who might well be called Prince Cinder- 
ellus. From the moment of his marriage, 
Prince Bernhard zu Lippe-Biesterfeld re¬ 
ceives a Civil List from the Dutch Treas¬ 
ury of 200,000 llorins yearly ($109,500). 

“Boom! Boom! Boom!” More than a 
million people, princely and middle class, 
proletarian and peasant, swarmed into The 
Hague last week—so many that all its ho¬ 
tels and lodging houses could not begin to 
hold them. Restaurants and cafes received 
special permission from Her Majesty’s 
Government to keep open clear around 
the clock. Ten thousand Netherlands sol¬ 
diers had not so much the job of keeping 
order as of making sure that no gin-sipping 
celebrant fell into one of The Hague's 
canals, and none did. Piping hot Dutch 
chocolate, served from Army held kitchens 
with cake, kept the 10,000 soldiers warm, 
and grinning Dutch sergeants gave their 
men pocketfuls of sugar candy. 

Prince Bernhard zu Lippe-Biesterfeld, at 
the time his engagement to Crown Frin- 
cess Juliana was announced (Time, Sept. 
14). was a minor salaried employe of the 
great German chemical trust I. G. Farben- 
industrie Aktiengesellschaft, and a Nazi 
Storm Trooper, As the future Prince Con¬ 
sort of The Netherlands he became a 
naturalized Dutch subject and swore alle¬ 
giance to his future mother-in-law Queen 
Wilhelmina (Time, Jan. 4). This made no 
difference to Nazi Party fanatics who in¬ 
sist, “Once a German always a German I" 
Last week rampant Nazis were whooping 
against the ex-German and ex-Nazi bride¬ 
groom in almost every German newspaper. 
Reason: Prince Bernhard zu Lippe-Bies¬ 
terfeld was rumored to want played at his 
wedding the song of his native Lippe- 
Biesterfeld, a rustic German ditty with the 
hearty chorus: “Lippe-Dctmold is a won¬ 
derful town, boom, boenn, BOOM!” 

According to the Nazis, the Prince ought 
to have “demanded” that the Nazi Horst 
Wes&l song or at the very least Deutsch¬ 
land Uber Mies should boom at his wed¬ 


ding—particularly since Lippe-Biesterfeld 
w-as abolished as a principality by the Ger¬ 
man Republic. While the whole German 
press roared its wrath, the Nazi Political 
Police rushed around to the homes of 
three German princesses who had been 
slated to attend Juliana as bridesmaids, 
confiscated their German passports, so 
that they could not go to The Netherlands, 

Exasperated cx-Storm Trooper Prince 
Bernhard then wrote a personal letter to 
Supreme Storm Troop Leader Adolf Hitler 
and two of the princesses were soon on 
their way to The Hague. The third sent 
word that she was “prevented from com¬ 
ing/ 1 presumably because the police were 
still holding her passport. Like ail Ger¬ 
mans. the two princesses who got through 
to The Netherlands were forbidden to take 
out of their country more than 10 marks 
($4.02). They were promptly supplied 
with pocket money by Queen Wilhelmina. 
and Her Majesty, with motherly solici¬ 
tude. saw to it that all twelve bridesmaids 
were supplied with special, quick-action 
woolen underdrawers. These garments 
were ingeniously arranged so that the 
bridesmaids, without disturbing their 
dresses, could slip on their woollies under¬ 
neath for the cold, draughty drive In royal 
coaches, slip them oh again as soon as they 
got out of the chill Groote Kerk (Great 
Church) and back to the warm little Royal 
Palace for lunch. 

On the night before the wedding Dutch 
prudence caused both Deutschland Vber 
Alles and the Horst Wessel song to be 
played at a gala theatrical evening for the 
royal couple, while Dutch indignation sent 
speeding to Berlin an extremely stiff note 
in which Her Majesty’s Government de¬ 
manded that the German Government 
make its press mind its manners. Sched¬ 
uled to appear at the gala were some 
broad Dutch comedians famed for an act 
in which the chief funster appears as 
Kaiser Wilhelm II, then strips off gold 
lace, upturned mustaches and so forth 
until he finally ends in a plain uniform 
and smudge mustache as Adolf Hitler. At 
the last minute this political Dutch down¬ 
ing was killed off the program and substi¬ 
tuted were some harmless non-political 
British buffoons. 

At the last moment, Prince Friedrich zu 
Wiedj an ardent German Nazi who was to 
have acted as one of the bridegroom’s wit¬ 
nesses, failed to come to The Hague, giv¬ 
ing the excuse of “illness” which was 
known to be a lib. This so incensed 
Queen Wilhelmina that Her Majesty 
named to act as a witness in his place 
Professor«Jan Huizinga, a Dutch writer 
of tart anti-Nazi tracts, under whom the 
Crown Princess once studied history, Ger¬ 
man correspondents who had come to 
cover the wedding promptly left The 
Hague in a huff, all except one. 

A total of 1 So correspondents of various 
nationalities had sought places in the Great 
Church. Said Queen Wilhelmina reputedly 
to the Cabinet Minister responsible, “Do 
you not think four would be enough?” It 
was explained to Her Majesty that times 
are changing, and ultimately toS corre¬ 
spondents were established in a press box, 


with the result that the ceremony was cov¬ 
ered well and favorably in newsorgans 
throughout the world, except in Germany. 
There no Nazi could forgive the German- 
born bridegroom for saying. “I feel Hob 
landish now, completely Holiandish.” 

Hollanders were heard to grouse and 
grumble a bit in the streets last week at 
just one thing Hollandish. Thousands had 
contributed, to buy as a wedding present 
for their beloved Crown Princess, a ro¬ 
mantic, seagoing Royal Yacht on which 
she and her Prince Consort could cruise 
to The Netherlands Indies on the other 
side of the world. They were dashed in¬ 
deed when Queen Wilhelmma, who has 
never visited her Empire, ruled against 
the sea-going yacht, although Juliana has 
never visited the Empire either. Her 
Majesty was graciously pleased to create 
displeasure by ordering the money spent 
to buy a Dutch canal yacht, partly Lo do 
over the newlyweds’ palace. 

Orange Wedding* Kept girlishly se¬ 
cret by buxom Juliana until she actually 
appeared as a bride on her ■wedding day 
was the nature of her dress, concealed un¬ 
der an ermine cape as she stepped into Lhe 
glittering gold Royal Coach with Prince 
Bernhard. He was in the blue-braided 
black uniform of the Blue Hussars, with 
red military sash and black shako sur¬ 
mounted by red plumes. Eight coal-black 
horses drew 7 them and behind came four 
horses drawing the coach of widowed 
Queen Wilhelmina with whom rode the 
widowed German mother of the bride¬ 
groom. discreetly sporty Princess Armgard 
zu Lippe-Biesterfeld (dgarets, fast cars 
and cocktails in moderation). Lined up 
outside the ancient Great Church were 60 
apple-cheeked college classmates of Her 
Royal Highness, a double line of cadets 
from The Netherlands Indies in grim 
trench helmets, a single line of Royal Navy 
Cadets in parade dress and “100*000 Dutch 
girls,” thousands in national finery—not 
the everyday Dutch peasant bonnet but 
the gala holiday bonnet with embroidery 
and ornaments of actual gold, these repre¬ 
senting solid Dutch peasant savings of 
many lifetimes. In The Netherlands no¬ 
body ever snatches or steals such orna¬ 
ments, and w'oe to whoever should! 

Alighting, the bride & bridegroom went 
indoors to be united in civil marriage by 
the Burgomaster of The Hague, and to 
sign the register. No Dutch burgomaster 
ever omits to lecture a Dutch couple on 
this occasion severely and at great length, 
pointing out that marriage is no bed of 
roses, duty comes before pleasure, wealth 
is the visible reward of industrious virtue, 
and honesty the inescapable policy. This 
Dutch-uncle lecture, and the smart blow 
of the Burgomaster’s gavel with which he 
knocked the pair down to each other, Juli¬ 
ana & Bernhard bore with placid disregard 
of how much time was passing, but in the 
Great Church across the street impatience 
grew. 

English Queen Mary's brother, the Earl 
of Athione, Governor of Windsor Castle, 
bore the delay without appearing bored, 
but the Duke of Kent, w T ho some years ago 
was mooted as a bridegroom for Crown 
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Princess Juliana (she was later a brides¬ 
maid at bis wedding) } fidgeted and fumed 
with the 1 ‘shyness' 1 notable in all sons of 
King George V* A Dutch Cabinet Minister 
passed around chocolates, and these the 
Dutch and German guests beamish! y con¬ 
sumed. The British would not eat irt a 
Dutch church, as Lt it isn't done in Eng¬ 
land,” and the shyness of Kent became 
each moment more excruciating. 

In at last walked Crown Princess Juli¬ 
ana, her bridal gown of ivory satin in 
classical lines, her veil of tulle embroidered
